But no bonus can be provided that can act 
as a substitute for the invigorating stimulus of worfc 
at fair pav. No people thrive on a dole, no matter in 
what attractive form, it may be - presented. It demoral¬ 
izes instead of builds. It discourages thrift, independ¬ 
ence, health of mind and body. Assure opportunity for 
work. That is the Master Plan, and all else will fall- 
into smooth, ha.-monious pattern, in which people ca-n 
help themselves without too great drain on the public 
purse. • 

A nation does not flourish and wax strong on sheer 
numbers alone, as a breakdown of world population will 
prove. Nor does a large family necessarily mean a 
on request, sturdy family, equi|>i>ed with mental and physical vigor. 

Neither is there assurance that a bonus for each child 
would be spent on that child, bringing it the best in 
nutrition, living conditions and congenial home. To 
assure that the money would! be wisely s|>ent to bring 
lull national value, there would have to be an army of 
supervisors continually investigating home conditions. 
Otherwise fxpendituie would be almost waste. 

It .is suggested that a limit will be placed on the 
number, of beneficiaries in the family. If there were 
not, parents so inclined could realize a nice income, 
garnered almost entirely from propagating their 
species. It is a repulsive thought and certainly would 
not raise the standard of Canadian fitness. 

Before unduly stimulating the idea of larger fami¬ 
lies we should make sure that housing is adequate to 
welcome the little strangers. Certainly a great pro¬ 
portion of Canada’s children at the moment are being 
brought up in homes tlqit are far from desirable from 
the standpoint of sanitation, space, privacy and 
freedom of play. , 

Ideas of parenthood change with changing decades, 
rightly or wrongly. In the- present age parents are 
inclined to believe that a family of two or three or four 
well-cared for children is a worthwhile contribution to 
society, and-is likely to bring healthier, happier living 
conditions for all. A bonus is not likely to change the 
minds of those who give the matter any thought, and 
they are our most intelligent element. Security and 
stabiljty of employment are much more likely to step 
up population amongst those best fitted to carry 
responsibilities of parenthood.

A legislative matter coming before the House of 
Gammons this session is provision for family allow¬ 
ances. Apparently this has good prospect of becoming 
a reality, in spite of arguments wnich can be marshal¬ 
led against itA It may be that in its final presentation 
much a bill will have eliminated many undesirable fea. 
taxes, but one still distrusts the principle -oe such aid. 

Moreover it does not seem to be greeted with en¬ 
thusiasm by those most concerned, the married people 
of child-bearing age. When questioned, thej r most 
frequent reply is, ‘IWe do not want to be paid for having 
children, but wie do think we are entitled Jo assurance 
of work and to returns that will enable us to be self- 
supporting, and to give our children good food, healthy 
surroundings and security. We think the state should 
ensure dental and medical care for families, and that 
educational opportunities should be within reach of 
every child up to the limit of his ability. Such condi¬ 
tions of living in Canada would encourage larger fami¬ 
lies and a better type of children more surely than » 
bonus for babies.” 

It all goes back to that one basic requirement— 
work for every able-bodied adult at reasonable pay, 
and assurance of continuing work. Everything else >s 
secondary. A nation at work will have no'difliculty in
